Mr Dunpas faid, that he did not view the words 
of the preamble in the way they were confidered by the 
Honourable Baronet—he-had, however, no objection 
to the words. being changed from “ it is” to “ it may be” 
—at the fame time he reminded the Honourable Ba- 
ronet that it was not neceflary to provide in this bill for 
calling out the whole fupplementary militia, as @ power 
was veited in the Crown for that purpofe by the former 
ac. 

The bill was then ‘read a third time with the amend- 
ment fuggefted by Sir John Sinclair, and paffed. 

- Colonel Watrote defired to be informed whether 
fince he had laft mentioned the bufinefs, any ftep had 
been taken refpecting the Maroons, who had been fent 
from Jamaica to Nova Scotia? 

Mr Dunpas faid, fince the Honourable Gentlerran 
had mentioned the Maroons, he had looked over the 
papers refpecting them, and would fave the Honourable 
Gentleman the trouble of making a motion on that 
head, by laying before the Houfe extracts of the cor- 
refpondence between the Secretary of State and Go- 
veroor Wentworth on the occafion, and he concluded 
by moving to that effec. A 

Colonel Warrote faid, he had no objection to the 
correfpondence of Governor Weatworth being laid u- 
pon the table, and he had a great refpect for the Go- 
vernor’s opinion ; but it happened that the. Maroons 
themfelves, who were much better judges of their own 
condition, were of a very different. opinion from the 
Governor on that fubject; and they declared that their 
fufferings were intclerable, that they could not bear the 
extreme cold of Nova Scotia; that their wives and 
children were {till lefs able to bear it, and they begged 
that they might be removed, or elfe, ifthey were pla- 
ced there merely for the purpofe of punifhment, that 
they might be hanged at once, and their wives and 
children be fent to a warmer climate. The Colonel 
concluded by moving, that a paper, intitled, “ The pe- 
tition of the Maroons,” and dated the 12th of Augutt, 
1797, be laid before the Hoxfe. 

Mr Dunpas faid, that petition would be found a- 
mong the papers which had been already moved to be 
laid upon the table. 

The Cuancector of the Excuequer moved, that 
the Committee of Finance, which had been appointed 
for next Monday, be poftponed to Wednefday, which 
was agreed to. 

Mr Tuorwrow faid, that an honourable friend of 
his (Mr Manning) had given notice of a motion this 
week, for a lift of the fubfcribers to the voluntary con- 
tribution at the Bank: In the abfence of that. gentle- 
man, and by his defire, he poftponed the motton to 





next week, in confequence of the contributions flowin 
in faft, and his withing to give more time to conslenek 
— Adjourned.

« The Macnanime and Dryvap being about to leave 
us, I take the opportunity of the former, to acquaint 
you of our having got thus far on our voyage without 
having met with any thing remarkable, unlefs the very 
quick run which we have had to the fouthward fince we 
left Cork, may be reckoned fo. In the latitudes of 45, 
and 44, deg. wehad a very heavy gale of wind, which 
feparated part of our convoy. We are now between 
30 and 4o fail fewer, than when we fet out, hut part of 
them were bound to Lifbon; we can ftill count 85 to 
86 fail.

ROM the moment in which the French Directory broke off 
F the late Negociation, on grounds equally unréafonable in 
themfelves,and arrogant and infultingin the form in which they 
were fated, it was obvious that they had determined again 
any Peace with Great Britain; and that they had refolved to 
ftrain every Nerve, and to ufe every defperate meats which 
their unbounded arbitrary power over their own country afiords 
for the ruin and deftru@tion of eurs. Bur they have not left 
this defign to be gathered from inference or tuppofision ; they 
have now declared, by folemn addreffes aud proclamations,that 
the only obje@ left to be accomplifhed by the arms of France is 
the Conqueft of Great Britain ; they have opened a Loan on 
the fecurity of its {poils, and have-fet op foot a fubfcription for 
defraying the expence of a defcent, which they publicly announce 
asan attack againit the property, the laws, and the conttitution 
itain.

“There needs not any comparifon with other countries or other 
governments, to perceive the many advantages which Britain 
enjoys as a nation, which Britons enjoy as individuals: National 
independence, and private. liberty, the fources of public and pri- 
vate profperity-—perfec fecurity to our property, and freedom 
to our perfons-—mild and falutary laws, executed and enforced 
with an inviolable regard to the rights and fafety of individuals 
——the higheft encouragements and rewards to honett induftry, 
through the whole body of the people, to which every advance. 
ment in wealth, in honour, or in ftation, is open—thefe are the 
peculiar bleffings of which this country is in poffeflion, of which 
all its inhabitants partake. And fhall we not exert ourfelves, 
every one, of whatever ftation or condition, to retain the poffeffion 
of them, to defend,them againft the attacks of thofe who would 
wreft them from us, and who would give in their ftead, our 
property to requifition, or pillage, our perfons to imprifonment, 
our lives to the guilloging? Such has been the fate of countries 
which they pretended, according to their exprefiion, to trater- 
nife. What then mult we expect, againft whom they declared 
the: moft. relgntlefs, and vindictive wars of whom they have 
pronounced France to be for much the determined and irre. 
concileable foe, as, that France and Britaim cannot exift to, 
gether.”

¥ counts they fubduc. They war not oniy with the indepes- 
dence of nations, the property and the fafety of men, but with 
the worhhip of God! ‘They have overturned in their own coun- 
try,;and would overturn in every country where their armies 
thould be victorious, Chriftianity, religion, all belief of a Deity! 
‘Théy would ftrike out from the minds of men all the reftraint, 
aud all the rewards of religion! ‘They have fhut e¢ charches 
againft devotion, they have fealed the tomb againft hope! ‘They 
would tear from the befom of affliGion all the fupport and con- 
folation which the fenfe of a God, to fuccour and te comfort, 
can, in many cafes, alone beltow! ‘They would cut off, 
from the various fufferings of humanity, that bleffed profpect 
of a future ftare, which enables a good man patiently to endure 
them; which cheers the heart of poverty, which (mooths the pil- 
low of ficknefs, which clofes the eyes of the dying in peace! 

When we fully confider the importance of that meafure 

which is to provide a defence for bleflings of fuch deep 
concern, either ina temporal or religious point of view, it 
is confidently hoped, that, with the promotion of fuch a mea- 
fere, no party-conGderations will pe allowed to interfere, The 
prefent is no queftion of party, no conteft in the rivalthip of 
power, no ftruggle for the poffeffion of place; the Country it 

telf is at ftake ; and it were the extreme of folly, as well as of 
want of virtue, to allow political or perfonal animolity to pre- 
vent thofe exertions which are to fave it from one common and 
general ruin. The enemy, we may know from the experience 
of other countries, make no diftin@ion. They acknowledge 
none of that partiality in pralice which fometimes, in order 
to blind and miflead the difcontented in other couutries, they 
hoki forth in their declarations. In the c\tridts which they 
onquer, they involve in one common deftruction every inha- 
bitant of every rank and condition whether friend or foe. 
They affect to make war only again governments; but, in 

reality, it is again{ft the happinefs of the people. The equality 

they introduce is but an equality of wretchednefs ; the liberty 
they pretend to plant is only anarchy and mifrule; a ftate not 
fo much exempted from the reftraints, as deprived of all the 

protection and comforts of flaw and government. 

Ttehas been an objeAion made tothe pt 3 meature, even by 

fome who heartily approve of thegeneral principle of contributing 
atvoluntary aid towards the exigencies of the ftate in this crifis of 
national danger, that fuch party and private. corfideratjons as 
we have mentioned, may induce a certain portion of the people 
to withhold their contributions; fo that the meafure now pro- 
pofed will become in faé a tax on thofe alone with whom fuch 
motives have no place, leaving exempt others of a differen: de- 
fcription. But what motives can there exift that fhould prevent 
any man from now coming forward in detence of the country 
to which a/ belong, or thofe bleffings which aff enjoy, and to 
avert the evils which impend over a//, from the attempt of an 
ambitious, infatiate, and implacable foe! We believe there are 
few, very few indeed, fo loft to a fenfe of their own interelt 
and honour, as well as the intereft and honour of their country, 
ae to hold back from this meafure on any grounds of party or 
political refentment. But if, unfortunately, there are more pers 
fons of this difcription than a or wife man can believe to 
exift, that circumftance only doubles and enhances our obliga- 
tion to fupply the fhameful deficiency which fuch a defertion of 
theirown and their country’s caufe would occafion. If we fail 
in this important conteft, of what value is that property which 
we thus niggardly withhold? if we prevail in the glorious 
ftruggle, what man will fay that we have bought our bieflings 
at too dear a price? 
It is to be remembered, that the facrifices, if they can be 
called fuch, for which we plead, are only of ’a ary na- 
ture. The enemy ftand as much in need of peace as ourfelves ; 
but they make a defperate effort with the hopes of intimidating 
thofe whom they have in vain,attempted to fubdus, of damping 
exertions of which they know the power. By a ftrenuous ap- 
ication of our public and private refources at this moment, we 
ave every reafon to hope for a peace at no very diftant period; 
a peace which, if we have courage and virtue to maintain a po- 
fition that may procure it on juft and honourable ternis, will, in 
all probability, place this country in a fituation of unexampled 
profperity ; a profperity which, as far as buman thi may a- 
{pire to permanency, bids fair to be permanent, becaule of a na- 
ture which other countries have no grounds either to envy or to 
fear. The dggrandizement of an ambitious and conquering 
power, fuch as France, is built on the ruins of other nations ; 
the profperity of Britain, founded on her commerce, her arts, 
and her manufactures,courts for thefe ends, and therefore ne- 
ceffarily promotes the general profperity and happinefs of Eu- 
rope.
